H ill’s Resolution to Be Combatted in 
Every W ay Possible—An Attempt 
W ill Be Made to Talk it To Death 
If There is No Other W ay to Be 
Offered. 


W a s h in g t o n ,

l l —The pro­ 
gram m e in the senate is to fight for 
time. 
Every friend of the adminis­ 
tration on the floor will try to kill 
H ill’s resolution one way or the other; 
by t A Id ag it to death, if in no other 
manner. 
Crisp and the house confer­ 
ees are circulating another call for a 
caucus. 
Nothing but talk i ^ expected 
this 
afternoon. 
The 
crisis 
in 
tariff affairs was reached yesterday, 
both in the open senate and in the 
secret councils of the democratic tariff 
conferrees. 
When the 
conference 
closed it was w ith the understanding 
that the meetings would be suspended 
for the present. 
No time was set 
for reassem bling the conferees to-day 
Dr thereafter, and it was felt th at 
no 
further 
sessions 
m ight 
be 
necessary 
in 
case 
the 
senate 
acted favorably to-day on Senator 
Hill’s resolution directing the senate 
conferrees to report the situation of 
affairs. 
W hat was of more im port­ 
ance was the feeling expressed by the 
house conferrees a t the close of the 
conference th a t in case Hill resolution 
oassed—and they believed it would— 
the conference would practically be 
relieved of its work and it would re­ 
main only for the house to accept the 
senate bill as a lesser evil, as they be­ 
lieve, than the McKinley law. 
These conclusions were 
reached 
after a day of intense excitem ent 
among the tariff leaders. 
The day 
opened w ith the senate proposition 
for free sugar still pending before the 
conference. 
Chairman Wilson and 
his house associates were satisfied^ 
th a t the tender of free sugar was not 
made in good faith, and they had 
therefore requested the senate confer­ 
ees to furnish a poll of the senate 
showing th a t if the proposition were 
accepted it would be adopted by the 
senate and the bill passed. 
The poll was considered as soon as 
the conferrees convened. 
It disclosed 
th a t in the event of the acceptance of 
the free sugar amendm ent the bill as 
a whole would be voted against by 
thirty-eight republicans and by Sena­ 
tors Kyle, Allen ana Peffer (populists), 
and Callery and Blanchard (demo­ 
crats), a total of fo rty -three votes, or 
sufficient to defeat the bill. 
This poll 
was made on the best judgm ent of the 
senate conferrees, The house accepted 
it as showing conclusively th at the 
tender of the free sugar amendment, 
while made in good faith by tlie'senate 
conferrees, was a means adopted by the 
conservatives for the purpose of de­ 
feating tariff legislation and leaving 
the McKinley law in force. 
At 2 o’clock the conference, or a 
rem nant of it, again assembled, with 
the Hill resolution and the exciting 
debate thereon as the main 
topic 
among them. 
Little or no attem pt 
was made to take up items or schad- 
ules, the talk being on the sensational 
general phases just developed and no 
progress was made up to 5 o’clock, 
when the conference separated w ith­ 
out fixing a time for reassembling. 
The house conferrees no longer dis­ 
guised the deep concern they felt over 
the future of the bill. 
They had 
made a rough estim ate of the vote on 
the Hill resolution and they felt it 
would pass. Under these circumstances 
they said nothing could be done until 
the resolution was disposed of. 
If 
through some hopeful turn it was de­ 
feated, they said, it would leave the 
conference to proceed, and the contest 
would be carried on for the Wilson 
bill. 
If. however, it was passed, it 
would practically discontinue the con-' 
ference. 
In th at event the house men 
stated w ith satisfaction they would 
still be able to avert the complete 
failure of all the tariff legislation by 
having the house agree to the senate 
bill. 
Senator Price, speaking of the sit­ 
uation said th at for the first time he 
had to adm it the chances for the bill 
are not good, but he believed the par* 
iiam entary tangle would be straight­ 
ened out so th at the senate bill could 
be passed. 
“Brushing aside all par­ 
liam entary cobwebs,” lie said, “and 
using common sense, there is no rea­ 
son why the house can not at any 
time concur in the senate amend­ 
m ents and pass the bill, 
lf the sen­ 
ate should now take some further 
action like indefinite postponem ent it 
m ight complicate affairs.’’

LOSS OF CORN FELT 
BY FREIGHT MEN 


RAILROAD TRAFFIC MAY S U F ­ 
FER IN CONSEQUENCE. 


General Review of the Trade Condi­ 
tions of the Country—The Outlook 
Not Materially Changed—Failures 
During the Last W eek as Reported 
by R. G. Dunn & Co. 


N e w Y o r k , Aug. ll.— R . G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
The advance in corn discloses a gen­ 
eral belief th at the injury to chis 
most im portant crop has been so great 
as to affect m aterially the traffic of 
railroads, the demand for m anufac­ 
tured products, and the cost of meats 
for the coming years. 
Unless the 
m arkets deceive and are entirely de­ 
ceived our country will have to face 
a 
real calamity 
in the loss 
of 
something like 
500,000,000 bushels 
of 
corn and this loss consumers 
have to share through the advance of 
14 cents in two weeks and 9 cents 
since Friday of last week. 
Neither 
official or unofficial statem ents as yet 
preclude the hope th at the loss may 
prove less serious, but a t current 
prices 1,500,000,000 bushels would cost 
as much as 2,000,000,000 bushels would 
have cost a fortnight ago. 
W heat has 
-isen 3K cents in the fortnight and 
2 X during the week, although west­ 
ern receipts have been 5,228,128 bush­ 
els, against 3,162,694 last year. 
At­ 
lantic exports are still about half as 
large as a year ago, 1,399,486 bushels, 
against 2,734.784 last year. 
Pork products are a little stronger, 
as is n a tu ra l 
Cotton has twice risen 
and again declined a sixteenth, with 
increasing prospects of a very large 
yield, closing w ithout change for the 
week. 
The Iron and Steel M anufacturer 
records a great increase of nearly 30,- 
000 tons in weekly output in July and 
the production is 115,336 tons weekly, 
about 11,000 tons less than in April, 
but 8,000 tons more than a year ago, 
when the prostration 
had nearly 
reached its w orst 
The business in 
boots and shoes is strong and healthy, 
though conspicuously confined to me­ 
dium and low priced articles, such as 
75 cent shoes for men’s and 55 to CO 
cents for women’s wear, but ship­ 
ments from Boston have been, in two 
weeks, 166,693 ca^es, against 122,826 
last year. 
The sale of wool would have been 
larger, according to reports from the 
different markets, if there had been 
sufficient stocks available, but am ount­ 
ed to 7,563,400 pounds a t the three 
eastern markets, against 
9,220,700 
pounds two years aga 
Country hold­ 
ers of wool do not at present appear 
anxious to let somebody else speculate 
on its price and are said to be keeping 
back supplies quite generally, although 
receipts 
at 
Chicago are 4,060,051 
pounds for the week, against 1,127,09.) 
for the same week last year. 
The failures for the five weeks end­ 
ing Aug. I showed liabilities of §11,- 
144,713, of which §5,626,594 were of 
m anufacturing and $5,220,247 of trad­ 
ing concerns. 
The failures during 
the last week have been 251 in the 
United States, against 394 last year, 
and 54 in Canada, against 25 last 
year.

BATTLE IN PROGRESS 
IN COREAN WATERS 


HARD FIGHTING 
TODAY 
BE­ 
TW EEN W AR-SHIPS. 


Few Details Have Been Received at 
Shanghai—Story of 
the 
Causes 
Leading Up to the Skirmish Near 
the Palace of Seoul—Present W ar 
News. 


S h a n g h a i , Aug. l l —A battle 
is in 
progress en the Corean coast todsy but 
co particulars have bosn received. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , Aug. ll.—The Pacific 
mail steamer City of Peking arrived 
early this morning, fifteen days from 
Yokohama, bringing advices up to 
July 24. 
The Japanese papers give 
many 
conflicting 
dispatches 
from 
Corea, but there is little news which 
has not been anticipated by the cable. 
Most of the inform ation is from the 
Japanese correspondents, who send 
improbable stories. 
Japan papers 
publish 
a 
telegram 
from 
Seoul 
dated July 
27 
stating 
th a t the 
Japanese m inister urged the Corean 
government to drive the Chinese sol­ 
diers from Asan by force if it really 
wished to dem onstrate th at it was an 
independent state. 
If Corea did not 
drive the Chinese from its borders 
then it had deceived Japan in declar­ 
ing itself an independent state. 
The 
Japan m inister pressed the peninsular 
government to abrogate 
the 
ex­ 
isting 
treaties 
between 
Corea 
and 
China. 
Everything 
was 
in 
a critical condition. 
The father of 
the present sovereign was likely to 
accede to power again. 
A meeting of the Corean cabinet, 
which was held in the presence of the 
king, passed a resolution applying for 
the assistance of Japan. 
The follow­ 
ing three proposals were made by the 
Japanese minister to the Corean gov­ 
ernment: To accept the advice of 
China, to abandon the dispatch of an 
ambassador to China annually and to 
drive the Chinese soldiers from Asan. 
Subsequently, under date of July 
22, the Japanese m inister in Se^ul 
sent the following telegram to his gov­ 
ernm ent: 
The Corean government has refused 
to accept the proposals of the Japan 
government, and as it does not appear 
likely th at it will reconsider the m at­ 
ter, it is unavoidably necessary to 
make fresh resolutions, and thorough 
preparations have now been m ade The 
Coreans requested the Japanese min­ 
ister to w ithdraw the Japanese troops 
from the country, and also the proposals 
I made b y the Japanese governm ent to 
j the Corean government, on the ground 
th at if Corea adopt Japan’s proposals 
other powers will dispatch forces to 
the kingdom and make sim ilar de­ 
mands, thereby em barrassing as well 
as forcing the Corean government to 
do their bidding. 
Corea will make 
the various internal reforms only after 
the departure of the Japanese troops 
from Corea. 
Corea is undoubtedly in­ 
stigated by China in this course. 
The Japan Gazette of July 24 gives 
the following details of the skirmish 
near the palace at Seoul: 
Yesterday morning 
there was a 
skirmish between Japanese and Corean 
troops outside the royal palace at 8 
o’clock, and the Corean troops offer­ 
ing resistance there was a fight for 
tw enty minutes, after which the Cor­ 
eans were dispersed and fifty of their 
arms fell to Japan troops’ hands.

Costilla, president of the Mexican 
senate and editor of El Partido Lib­ 
eral, and Ramon Prida, a congressman 
and editor of El Universal 
The sec­ 
onds of Senor Romero were Senor 
Barrolo, a Spaniard; Gen. Larno Car- 
illo, ex-governor of Chihuahua and a 
member of the senate. 
The duel was the result of a quarrel 
over a woman. 
On the first fire 
Verastegui fell with a ball through 
the heart aud the bodygwas taken to 
the police station.

Mr. Gray moved an executive session. 
Few senators voted on the viva voce 
vote and Hill demanded the yeas and 
nays. 
The democrats generally voted 
for the motion.

Hill, Murphy, Pugh, Palmer and Gib­ 
son voted n a 
Gorman, H arris and 
Jones did not vote.

Senator H arris stated th a t the main 
disagreement was on sugar, coal and 
iron ore. 
Objections were m ade to 
the consideration of the resolution, as 
it lacked unanimous 
consent. 
Mr. 
Hill insisted th a t it was a proper m at­ 
ter for the consideration of the senate 
at this time. 
The Vice-President d e­ 
cided th at under the rules the resolu­ 
tion must lie over for a day. 
Senator Vest said th at he 
was 
heartily in favor of the resolution. 
“When it come before the senate to ­ 
morrow,” he said, “I shall take oeca- 
sion to make a statem ent before the 
senate, which can be done w ithout 
violation of the conference. It is time, 
I think that the calcium light of truth 
be shed on the work of the confer­ 
ences that the calumnies and false 
issues which have been heaped upon 
the conference and sent broadcast 
over the country be dispelled. 
With 
this end in view I will, when the 
resolution is considered to-morrow, 
speak of the infamous lies which have 
been invented and circulated as to 
the work of the conference on the 
p art of the senate. ” 
Mr. Mills insisted th a t it would be a 
breach of the rights of the house to 
direct its conferrees to return the bill. 
At 2 o’clock the resolution w ent over 
and the rem ainder of the session was 
devoted to the consideration of the 
Chinese treaty. 
The senate adjourned 
till to-day, although Hie peacemakers 
endeavored to have no session until 
Monday.
